Tonquin papers received on Saturday bring 
pactionlars of the death of the late M. Paul 
Bort. The disossa from which he died was dy- 
sentery, which he contracted on his last journey 
to Hné while crossing the Col des Nuages in a 
heavy rain. On his return to Hanoi ho was still 
suffering, but after.s few days’ rast ho set out for 
Than-hoa, Hoe had, howaver, over-estimatad his 
strength, and without being able to go ashore at 
Nemilinh, the first stopping place ho was oota- 
pelled to return as speedily as posuible to Hanoi. 
He appeared.to be doing well fora fow days aftor 
his return and hia speedy convalescence was 
looked upon as certain, when on Sunday night 
the 7th instant, a now complication suddenly ap- 
penrod, a secondary homorrhage setting in 
which caused gravo fears, Theso fears proved to 
ba only too well founded, for eighty hours later 
the doctors ‘gave up all-hope, and from Tuestay 
evening until his death on Thursday’ M, Bert 
suffered-mostacutely, ....-.

Tt iu only to be cemarcad in conclusion that 
the Germans always did thoir work at Port Ar- 
thur,oreditably, and whon. the time of danger 
came they’ stond by their work and it was not 
their faalt if it was not put to the aevorest test. 
Now that the dangor is past it givad forsignersa 
ourious improssion to aserall ths Germans oneby' 
one discarded as one puta off an old coat, and the 
French received into sach ‘favour. Considering 
the trouble the Frenoh have givan China in 
Tongnin, and theforoing of a French prateotorate 
over’ native Christian communitivs,;—foreiguars 
will naturally conclats that the way to obtain thé 
confidence and favour of officials is to’aink our 
ships, bura our argonale-andstopourfood supplies. 
‘This ts not a vory.convenisat lesson to teach them.
